Idaho was one ot live states showing 
"large relative losses" In population 
during the period between the last 
olllclal census In 1940 and July 1, 
1H6, It is shown today on the 
basis ol latest e^tlmatu ot the U. 
8. census bureau. 

The drop for Idaho during the 
period was 10,4 per cent, the bu- 
reau reported, and was exceeded only 
bjr North Dakota, with a decline ot 
ie.3 per cent; South Dakota, down 
14J per cent, and Montana, down 
14.7 per cent. Pltth to show a drop 
was Oklahoma with a decline of 5.3 
per cent. 

Nation Gains 9,\eOJM 

The nation's population has swel- 
led to 14U2B.6B3— a gain of about 
P.160,O00 since IMO— the bureau re- 
ported. 

Hie census bureau estimates, 
noted that a "great westward move- 
ment" has Increased the civilian 
population of Pacific coast states 
by more than one-third since 1B40. 

The growth of California, Ore- 
gon and Washington was estimated 
ot 331,000 during the six -year 
period, or fairly close to the com- 
bined increase of 3,713,000 for aU 
the rest of the country.

He discussed appropriations made 
within the post two years for special 
work tor controlling the Insect with 
relation to beans unUl a variety of 
beans can be deveIoi?ed to resist 
curly top. 

Dr. Lane explained wire worm 
control, atresslng the cultural con- 
trol in particular; He suggested ust 
of the soil fumlgant, ethylene dl- 
bromide, and pointed out that al- 
though Ita expense runs as high as 
t30 per acre it gives wlreworm con- 
trol for as long as three years. 

Another wlreworm control mea- 
sure recommended by Dr. Lane was 
use of ten pounds of actual DDT 
per acre. He said there Is a good 
possibility this will give wlreworm 
control tor four to five years. 
Deacrlbea Work at Rupert 

Dr. Mania, plnchhlttlng for two 
federal entomologists unable to at- 
tend, described work being done at 
Rupert to control bean cutworms. 
Ha said that within the past two 
years, the cutworms have done con- 
siderable damage to bean fields In 
ihi-t aren. runnlnii ps hlnii <\b 36 
per cent Injury In some fields. 

Principal damage Is done to the 
pods, he explained, as the Insects 
burrow Into a pod at night, eat Into 
tlie seeds, drop to the ground the 
next day, and enter another pod 
thr i\fxt night. He recommended 
use ot five per cent DDT dust 
nt the rate of 20 pounds per acre, 
and said the first application should 
■ ! on now. 

Next apeaker was W. D. Hay of 
the PMA federal-state seed labora- 
tory nt Sacramento, Calif. He dis- 
cussed the movement of bean seed 
In Interstate commerce, how the 
seed should be labeled, how to name 
different varieties, and the validity 
of name assignments. 

Corl Blackburn, of the Idaho Crop 
Improvement association. dUcussed 
the general organization of that 
group a:nd spoke ot Its measures for 
seed certification.

BLUFF ALONE WON'T DO IT 
There has been quite a mlBratlon recently 
Into the American occupation zone of Ger- 
many from the east. German war prisoners 
are being sent back from Russia at the rate 
of about 1.500 a week. An official report says 
all of them nre unfit for work. Hard labor 
and scanty rations have made them useless 
to the Soviet government. Now the Americana 
get to feed them. 

These prisoners from behind the Iron cur- 
tain have some Interesting stories to tell. 
Whether they are based on fact or wild sur- 
mise we do not know. But they sound dis- 
turbingly plausible. At any rate, let us add 
these stories to what else Is known about 
Russia and try to revise the general picture. 
Assuming the stories to be true, we get some- 
thing like this: 

The Russians are maintaining a huge force 
of men under arms. They are experimenting 
in the field of new weapons. But they are 
also concentrating on conventional muni- 
tions and armaments. Inferior labor and 
material are going Into the production of 
consumer goods. The best labor and mate- 
rials are being used to get ready for World 
war m. 

The new Soviet line of "re-education," for 
the lads who enjoyed their taste of non- 
Communist life while on European duty, is 
this: Europe lost two world wars because her 
people Insisted on living high. Russia pulled 
In her belt and won World war II single- 
handed. Now, by concentrating on guns in- 
stead of butter, she is preparing to win the 
Inevitable third World war. After that, per- 
haps, there will be pie In the sky. But not 
now. 

All this fits In interestingly with an article' 
In this month's American magazine called 
"Let's Have a Showdown With Russia." It Is 
by Rep. Charles A. Eaton, chairman of the 
house foreign affairs 'committee, a former 
Baptist minister, and scarcely a man of a 
war-nwngerlng nature. 

Mr. Eaton; like many Americans, is fed up 
withi Ruulan dficapt^ns and evasions. 
"I^uua t^ay Is.nubftkblng a larger mlll- 
tatT force than ai3!otaier nation has ever 
maintained in peacetime," he writes. "And 
still her leaders are crying for the rest of the 
world to disarm. Their audacity Is unmatch- 
ed In world diplomacy." 

He sugs^ts that America call the Soviet 
bluff by an aggressive attitude, assume ac- 
tive leadership of the peace- and freedom- 
loving nations, and read Russia out of the 
United Nations U necessary. 

That is an appalling extremity, though it 
may yet be necessary. However, there is no 
present assurance that, If psychology failed 
and force had to be used, the ensuing holo- 
caust would end in a victory for freedom. 

We may argue today that the United States 
can outproduce Russia, and that western- 
Europe can outproduce the Russian orbit. 
We may argue that the Russian people do 
not want war. and that there can be no real 
unity in a country where half the population 
is hired by the secret police to spy on the 
other half. 

But the real question is what Russia, 
through threats, force, duplicity and guile, 
can do with the hand she holds, Before this 
government calls Russia's bluff, it must bo 
dead sure that it has the high cards. 

NO TIME FOR MINNOWS 

Senators Owen Brewster and Homer Fer' 
guson are men of distinguished records. Mr. 
Ferguson Is a former Judge and law professor 
who was an able, militant crusader in the 
couse of Justice. Mr. Brewster, also a Uwycr, 
was formerly governor of Maine and has a 
notable reputation oa a public servant, in and 
out of the senate. 

Biit.the.ie gentlemen are going to have to 
hustle if the senate Investigation of war ex- 
penditures which they are running winds up 
to be enhancing tliclr prMtlgo. In fact, they 
will be fortunate If they can make the public 
forget the Ineptitudes of their first attempt. 

Anyone who had even a distant bleacher- 
seat view of war production In this country 
must have known that public money whs 
flung around high, wide and handsome In 
entertaining government bigwigs and smiiU- 
wlgs. Maybe it wasn't right, but It happened. 

Nobody knows what the total bill for par- 
ties. Junkets, and so on came to. Suppoar It 
was »10,000,000, which we doubt. That sum 
would be a little more than the average hour- 
ly cDit of the war to the United States gov- 
ernment—every hour from Pearl Harbor to 
the Japanese surrender. 

It would seem then that the wlm-nt thing 
this committee could do would be to go after 
the big ones, and not fish for minnows, 
combing unfilled and extravogant-looklng 
w»r contracts will Uke a long time, irregu- 
larlUes in |600 expense accounU and money 
spent on "party girls" may make spicy read- 
ini, but there Is no time for such detailed 
InTOstlgatton. Senalora Brewster and Fer- 
fUson couldn't finish the Job in the thorough 
mwiner in which they started If they lived to

"Washington Calling^' By 

Marquis Childs 

A record number of membtrt of congresa are pre- 
paring to make liupecUon toura in Europe and Asia. 
This remarkkbla exodiu drew the following comment 
from a veteran employe on ctpltol hUl who haa teen 
_ many congreasea come and go: 
"Why, Bure they want to get out 
of the country. All they hear about 
at home ia high prlcea and no place 
to live." 

That la unfair to senatora and 
repreaenUUvea who wilt go abroad 
In an honest endeavor to learn at 
first hand about the world sltuaUon. 
But It does point a painful monU. 

According to reporla from those 
Who have had a little lime to sample 
opinion back home, housing and 
high prices are ttie fixation of prac- 
tically everybody. These Immediate 
worries obscure even the gathering atorm clouds on the 
International horizon. 

Among the millions who are doubled up or tn 
painfully Inadequate quarten, the desire for a decent 
place to live la a Constant and paaslonate longing. 
A letter from a government worker In Washington 
exprcsaea U eloquently and yet typically: 

"I have Juit .ipent another weary day looking for a 
place to live. Seems as though I have been walking 
and looking lor years and years and years. All through 
the depression I walked nnd walked looking (or a Job, 
and all through the war years I walked and walked 
looking for a place to live. 

"Five years and some months I have been In Wash' 
Ington and had my name on hundreds of lists, and 
nothing yet on my own. I had a sub-let apartment 
(or ft ysar and a house leaded for a year, and both had 
to be shared to afford them. My youngster waa 13 
when we came and has spent the entire period— with 
the exception of short summer vacaUons and Chrlst- 
moscs when I equeeied him tn— In a boarding achool. 

"I have looked at windows and thought how wonder- 
ful it must bo !o have a kitchen and a Ilclng room 
all one's very own. How perfecUy wonderful. But 
how does one acquire this normal living? I do not 
know. One real estate man told me three months ago 
that 1( the govemment would give them a rent raise, 
there would be hundreds of apartments available." 

The writer goea on to question what all the talk 
about free enterprises means l( (reo enterprise can"l 
provide decent housing. Thla same question must bo 
In the minds o( many men and women who have taken 
on faith what they have been told about our system. 

On prices there Is the some troubled questioning. 
Only a Utile more than a year ago. the National Asso- 
elation of Manufacturera waa claiming that removal 
of OPA would benefit the householder because It 
would release Increased production and prices would 
drop to their natural level. 

Competition, the familiar argument runs, will force 
price cuts. Certainly we have proved In the post 
that competition is a powerful force. Many o( the 
beneflta o( our system can be traced to It. But we 
have a right to ask how much competition Is left In 
our aysttm. 

When he was head of the department of Justice 
anU-trust divlalon. Justice Robert H. Jackson made a 
striking study of prices and payrolls under the hammer 
blows o( the depression that began In 1B2B. The study 
showed, (or example, that while prices of farm prod- 
ucts fell, on the average. 61 per cent, the price of 
agricultural Implements fell leas than n per cent as a 
maximum and for most of Uie years only 6 or e 
per cent. 

It showed that payrolla for the Iron and steel Indus- 
tries declined about IS per cent while the wholesale 
price of Ingots declined only 18 per cent. Cement de- 
clined 13 per cent In price, and Ita payrolls 12 per cent. 
While agricultural implements decHned H per cent 
in price, payroUa In that Induatry dropped by 83 
per cent. 

To put It aa simply as possible: Prices In many lines 
reapqnded hardly nt all oven though demand from the 
consumer dropptd down close ta sera. Thanks to the 
prop of monopoly' domination, the ao-called lawa of 
aupply and demand were conveniently repealed. 

The American people arc not Isolationist. That has 
been proved again and again. But If they see oppor- 
tunity narrowing In a spiral of scarcity and high 
prices, thoy will bo against a program o( (orelgn aid. 
no matter how many traveling congressmen report 
the need (or It.

Some organlsa- 
tiona inteniret It 
to mean eve 
leglUmate and 
dignified pride of 
race and lineage, 
which la arbitrar- 
ily construed as 
racial hatred'. 

Mostly, I think, 
the true feeling 
of thoae^vho hiss 

a political catch- 
word Is not noble "democracy" ol 
spirit, but envy and the hatelulneas 
o( hkn who feels somehow Inferior. 

We hear the accusation made 
against stately and aloof Americans 
by persons who reveal their own 
shame of race or envy by adopting 
English. Irish or Scotch names. 

Even the preaching and propa- 
gation of racial hatred Is not un- 
American. It Is characteristic, s 
confirmed, notorious fault of ours 
If It were un-American and 1( It 
were treason, the editors and owners 
of several o( the most Induenttal 
Negro newspapers In our country 
should have been hanged (or pfr- 
slstent fomentations of antl-white 
sentiment during the war. Treason 
consists of levying war against the 
United States, adhering to our en. 
emies and giving them aid and com- 
fort. 

By a stretch, the fomentation of 
racial hatred might be called trea- 
son to the extent that an enemy 
should profit by disunity among 
but that certainly was not In the 
minds of the founding fathers. 

Political rivalry and religious dis- 
agreement also constitute dissension 
and disunity. Carried to extremes, 
as In the campaign of 1040 when 

■mher.i of t^- Pn-vicvelt adherence 
threw waste baskets at Wendell 
WlUkle and In 1914 when sctne of 
them threatened cltliena In New 
York for wearing Dewey buttons, 
this disunity could give great com- 
fort to the enemy. 

Yet It wc should make the exist- 
ence of a state of war with a for- 
eign enemy a pretext for suppres- 
fllns freedom of political and rellg- 
loiui dissent, then we certainly 
■ould be un-American. 

Sonic o[ the pressures and regu- 
lations that are Imposed by pro- 
(e.islonal political exploiters of the 
difference between white men and 
NegroFs arc actually grievously In- 
KultlnR to the Negroes thenwlves, 
fhoiLKh apparently tew Negroes 
detect the supercilious Idea. 

For Instance, these professionals 
have harassed editors so persistently; 
that nowadays some metropolitan 
papers will not say that the stickup 
man was a Negro when he was. It Is 
50 silly. It the police were that 
silly, the cops In prowl cars would 
go looking for a white fellow. 
ThL^ Just trying to pretend there 
no difference, no outward dis- 
tinction between white and black 
or pink and brown. But when a 
great Negro comes along, nobody 
guess. Nobody Is In any doubt 
about the color of Marian Anderson 
' Joe Louis. It Is not hateful raclsm 
p call tliem Negroes. 

Tills propaganda seems to me to 
mean that these politicians think 
the Negroes liavo no racial dignity 
or pride in their race and would 
like to be white. That certainly Is no 
complUnenl to llic Negroes. 

It would he equally Intelligent to 
say that white people want to bo re- 
garded as Negroes. They certainly 



do not and the fact that Negroea 
■uffer from discrimination is not the 
only reaaon either. The grratett rea- 
son la race. White people like to be 
white. It la reaaooable to suppose 
that moat Negroea are equally pleas- 
ed to be Negroes. 

I waa foUowlng the treason trial 
in Boston Ckf Douglaa Chandler, a 
broken-down newapaperman from 
Baltimore, who got life for broad- 
casting naa propaganda from Ger- 
many during tha war. He said he 
Just dared to apeak the truth as I 
saw it. but the department o( Jul 
tlce wanted bis llfe'a blood because 
his acts showed "the blacki wicked 
heart of a traftor." 

I didn't hear all the evidence ao I 
liave no conviction and Just accept 
the verdict of the Jury. But it was no 
treason to live in Germany, to be 
friendly with the nazls. even to Hit- 
ler himself, to writ* pro-naxl ma- 
terial and to broadcast for the nazia 
right down to the hour when war 
became a legal fact. 

All during Rooaevelt's Illegal war 
an American had a legal right to 
tear him apart, to argue the Ger- 
man aide of the Russo-German case, 
and to warn our people that if Ger- 
many should go down the horrible 
bloody tide of bolshevism would 
drown the Balkans and probably all 
the rest of Christian Europe. That 
was the naii line, and in view o( the 
situation that exists today, wouldn't 
you agree that they were right? 

If this Chandler warned us that 
Roosevelt waa letting us in for an 
eventual war against Bolshevism In 
which wo would stand as 'the last 
defendeta of Christianity and west- 
cm civUlzatlon. he might have been 
trying to do us a great patrioUc 

The (act that we didn't hear him 
and wouldn't have heeded him any- 
way, makes no dl(ference. And now 
that Roosevelt haa had his head- 
strong way and we have let Russia 
run wild In the Balkans and make 
another puppet state of Poland 
more mllllona will curse his name 
in years to come than tremble and 
roll their eyes In plUable reverence 
today because ho disposed of Hitler.

Fancy Desserts Are Fun 




It Is natural for the housewife 
to turn to fruit for dessert In sum- 
mer most of the time, but once In a 
while, particularly aq the wind-up 
of a verj' Ught summer meal. It's 
fun U> have a dessert which Is a real 
production." Here are a few sug- 
gestions: 

Ileafenly Black Bottom Pie 
Gingennap Crust 
1 cup finely crushed glngersnap 
crumbs (about 14 glngersnapa), S 
tablespoons melted butter or mar- 
garine. 

Mix crumb.t and melted butter or 
largarlne. Press Into fl-fnch pie 
plate with back of spoon dipped In 
cold water. Bake 10 minutes ot 

0 degrees. Cool. 

Filling 

1 envelope plain unflavored gela- 
tine, U cup cold water, 3 cups milk, 
^ cup sugar, V% teaspoon salt, lU 
tablespoons cornstarch, 4 eggs, sep- 
arated. 

Chocolate Cuitard Layer 
squares'unsweetened chocolate, 
melted. 1 teaspoon vanilla. 
Rnm Flavored Chiffon Layer 
y, cup sugar or 1-3 cup light or 
dark corn synip and 2 tablespoons 
sugar, 'i teaspoon cream of tartar, 
1 teaspoon rum extract. 

Topping 

3 tablespoons seml-swcet choco- 
late shaved. 1 tablespoon nuts, fine- 
ly chopped or 1 cup cream whipped, 
3 tablespoons sugar, 4 square bitter 
chocolate, shaved. 

Soften gelatine In cold water. 
Scald milk. Combine sugar, Enlt 
and comstarch. Beat egg yolks, 
add scalded milk slowly, stirring 
constantly. Stir In sugar mixture. 
Cook over simmering water for 30 
minutes stirring constantly. Remove 
from heat and take out 1 cup of cus- 
tard. To this add melted chocolate, 
beat with rotary beater. Cool, add 
vanilla and pour Into cool crumb 
crust. Chill. To remaining hot cai- 
tard add softened gelatine, stirring 
until dissolved. Cool, but do not chill. 
Beat cgR whites until frothy, add 
cream ot tartar and continue beat- 
ing until stiff. Add sugar (or corn 
syrup and sugar) slowly In 3 addi- 
tions, beating between each addi- 
tion until whllc.'i arc very stiff. Add 
rum extract to cu.'itard and fold in 
egg whites. Pour over chilled choco- 
late custard layer. If whipped cream 
topping is omitted, garnish now with 
shaved scml-swccl cholocate and 
nuts. Chill or top with sweetened 



hipped cream, garnish with hitter 
chocolate Just before serving.

1 rich pastry. shell. 4 egg yolks, U 
teaspoon &alt. 3 tablespoons orange 
Juice. 1 teaspoon grated orange rind, 
M cup sugar. 1 teaspoon grated 
lemon rtnd, 1 cup cream, whipped, 
2 tablespoons con tec Hon era' sugar. 

Prepare pie shell, bake and cool. 
Beat egg yolks. Add- sugar, salt, 
ornnge. lemon Juice, and rlnda.

ControlTold 
Kiwanis Qub 

The only elfecUve way to control 
venereal dlMfln U to find the cues 
and treat tbem beTore they Infect 
others. Dr. Louis B. nunnai, BoUe, 
medical officer In charge of the 
rapid treatment oent«r fw venereal 
<Ilie««e, told the Twin Falla Klwanls 
club Thuriday noon. 

Dr. Thtxnas aawrted that ven- 
ereal dbeaae^ from a national Jtand- 
polnt, Is a large problem and pointed 
out that there are about ZJOOQ/MO 
persons with syphilis and 10,000,000 
persons affected with gooarrhea. He 
said that of this number only about 
hall of the persons who have con- 
tracted the disease get adequate 
medical treatment. 

Caaea ToM 

He declared that In Idaho about 
300 or 300 new cases of «yphllU8 are 
reported each year and that the new 
cases of gonorrhea are about double 
that figure. 

"Persona who suspect they have 
either of these two venereal diseases 
should go to their physician, health 
unit or the rapid treatment center 
at Boise Immediately," Dr. Thomas 
said. 

During the 30 months of opera- 
tion of the rapid treatment center 
Bt Boise, 3,000 cases of venereal dis- 
ease have been cured, he pointed 
out. Treatment, Including trans- 
portation to and from Boise, la fur- 
nished free to any patient unable 
to pay. 

No War Increase 

"The last war Is the first war In 
which the United States porUci- 
patcd that there was not r great 
Increase in venereal disease," the 
doctor remarked. Re attributed this 
to the cooperation of private physi- 
cians, health departments and dis- 
coveries of new treatments, such as 
pennlcllUn.

3 Men Die in 
Third Illinois 
Coal Disaster 

WEST FRANKFORT, HI, Aug. 15 
CUJ',>— Rescue woricers today brought 
up the bodies ot three miners killed 
in an explosion deep within the cor- 
ridors of the world's largest shaft 
coal mine, Orient mine NO, 3, 

eeventy-sU other miners escaped 
from the diggings. Two crawled out 
of the explosion area with minor 
bums and were permitted to go 
home after receiving first aid. 
Second In West Frankfort 

It was West FYankfort's second 
mine disaster within a month and 
the third In Illinois this year. An 
explosion at the Old Ben mine No. 8 
here killed 37 mlnen on July 24. 
Earlier, 111 miners died in a blast 
at the Centralla Cool company mhie 
at Ccntralla. III. on March 35. 

The miners and their families 
clustered about the tipple of the 
big mine in a driving rain early 
today and watched as the bodies 
of their comrades were brought up 
by a rescue team from Benton, HI. 
BUit l^ocallied'* 

The explosion, described as "very 
localized," occurred last night be- 
tween 8:30 and 9 p. m. (CST). There 
waa no fh-e. The mine is owned by 
the Chicago, Wilmington and 
Franklin Coal company. 

Mine Inspectors said the explos- 
ion was caused by an accumulation 
of gBS but they did not know what 
touched It off. 

Many miners were unaware of 
the accident imtll they were told, 
by telephone and messenger, to 
clear the mine. Only seven were In 
the immediate vicinity of the blast. 



POW Units Being

BOIBE, Aug. 19 (A^— Idaho's crop 
prospects dropped slightly In Ju^ 
but they still "promise to exceed 
all previous reootdi." the bureau of 
agricultural economics says. 

The Index of total productlcai 
stands at 133 per cent of the 1935- 
39 average which la one point below 
the July 1 Index, but two pc^pts 
ahead of last year's record. 

Production prospects improved for 
all hay, peas and peaches. There 
was a decline tn spring wheat, barley, 
rye, beans and potatoes but pro- 
spocta-for-all-othar crops re m ai n ed 
imchonged from the July 1 level. 
Beans Down 

The agency said yield prospects 
for spring wheat were 28 bushels 
per acre, barley 36 bushels per 
acre and rye 14 bushels— all down 
one bushel per acre. Beans were down 
50 pounds per acre to 1,550 pounds 
and potatoes declined 19 bushcU 
per acre to 235. The decline In 
yields of beans and potatoes 
due to frost damage the last days 
ot June. 

The mean temperature la.it week 
in Idaho was 71.4 degrees, about one 
degree above the seasonal normal. 
Mean temperatures la&t week in 
Magic Valley were 73 at Burley. 77 
at Ooodlng, 71.4 at Richfield, and 
7S.1 at Twin Falls. 

Harvest of fall seeded grain has 
been almost completed In Cas^a 
county. The yield of spring grains 
harvested so for In Magic Valley 
has been above normal. Harvest of 
peas is continuing and the hay 
harvest has progressed well, with 
very good quality alfalfa.
